In the first chapter of first |

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“The Constitution Explained 


The following article called explanation was read and 
unanimously approved by the Eighteenth Annual Assem- 
bly of the Church of God that convened in the city of 
Cleveland, Tennessee, November 1-7 inclusive. _ This mat- 
ter has been grossly misrepresented by certain individuals. 
Therefore, the matter was presented to the General As- 
sembly of the Church of God for an official interpretation, 
and was unanimously adopted by the Assembly. This, how- 
ever, is very brief or in a condensed form and intended to 
deal with the points that have been so grossly misrepre- 
sented and wrongly interpreted. We hope that this ex- 
planation will be carefully considered in connection with 
the constitution as recorded in the minutes.. This con- 
stitution was unanimously adopted by the General As- 
sembly of 1921 and amended in 1922. This explanation is 
not for the purpose of joining issue with any one, but. only 
for the purpose of informing our members and friends as 
to the true interpretation. 

EXPLANATION 

It was never the intention of those connected with the 
framing of the Constitution that was passed by the General 
Assembly in 1921 to make any changes in the government 
or teaching of the Church of God or to form any new or 
different organization, but that it was only for the purpose 
of bringing together in a simple form the accepted govern- 
ment of the Church as expressed in the various minutes and 
records of the General Assemblies of the Church of God. 
This was made clear by the General Overseer presiding, at 
the time he presented the constitution for consideration by 
the General Assembly. We here quote the words of the 
General Overseer at the time the constitution was presented. 
“The elders in council with General Overseer have con- 
cluded there is need of a constitution for the Church of God. 
Remember this is not setting forth any laws or creeds that 
are binding us. We are only setting forth that which we 
have been practicing for years.” 

The General Overseer then read the constitution which 
was drawn up by the General Overseer and elders in coun- 
c?. You will observe that it was clearly stated that “we 
are only setting forth that which we have been practicing 
for years;:” this however, was in a scattered form through 
the various minutes or records of the Assembly. And the 
General Overseer and the Elders in Council thought it best, 
for various reasons, to set forth our customs and practices 
and government in a brief form, in order that it might be 
better understood by all who may for any reason desire to 
look into or consider. 

You will further observe that there is no rule or action . 
set forth but what had been preyiously passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, or was passed at the Assembly in which the 
constitution was adopted. 


There was no thought or intention of anyone, who had 
anything to do with the bringing into existence of the con- 
stitution, of making any iron clad rules or laws not in 
harmony with the teachings of the New Testament, or of 
any departure from the principles of theocratic government ; 
but to the contrary to more firmly establish the sacred 
principles of a theocratc government, and the teachngs of 
the New Testament as practiced by the Primitive Church. 

The name of the organization was the same that it has 
gone by for years past. and has reference altogether to the 
General Organization and not to a local church. This is 
found in article one, section one. In section two it clearly 
states that the object and purpose of this organization is to 
propogate the doctrine, principles and practices of the 
Church of God as set forth in the New Testament; no 
organization could have a higher and nobler purpose. This 
was to be done according to the best understanding and 
interpretation of the. authorized officiajs of the church; and 
so specifies, as found in the minutes of the annual sessions 
of the General Assembly. This takes in the accepted gov- 
ernment and teaching of the Church of God as accepted 
and agreed in the various Assemblies. 

Section 3. “To promulgate rules and regulations, to 
govern ‘the local churches of said organization and other- 
wise promote the general interest of the General Assem- 
bly.” The true interpretation of this section is not that the 
General Assembly is intended to be a legislative body and

to enact laws contrary to the true spirit and intention of the 
Bible, but to search out of the Sacred Book that true 
government by which the Primitive Church was governed ; 
and to publish and to put into practice the sacred principles 
of a theocratec government, according to the true inter- 





Section 4. “To search out the Bible plans of government 
and discipline and interpret the same.” The true and ac- 
cepted meaning of this section embodies the long cherished 
principle and solemn vow, that we will walk in the light 
as it is shed on our pathway. Therefore, the General 
Assembly, when convened in its annual session is to 
search out and make known the sacred principles of gov- 
ernment and discipline as set forth in the New Testament. 

Section 5. “To provide a general government in which . 
is vested full power and authority to dictate and promulgate 
rules and regulations from time to time to govern the 
local churches composing said Assembly.” The true in- 
terpretation of this section is, that the General Assemblies 
of the Churches of God is that general organization of the 
local churches composing said Assembly. And that when 
it is convened in its annual session it is to be considered 
as the whole church coming together for the considering of 
matters of general importance, and is not to be construed 
as a separate organization undertaking to lay heavy bur- 
dens on the local churches, or to take from them their 
just rights. But to search out the Scriptural rules and reg- 
ulations by which the local churches may be regulated or 
set in Scriptural order. 

Section 6. “To provide a general convocation for the 
mutual fellowship, spiritual development and general wel- 
fare of its membership.” This refers to the general con- 
vening of the annual session that has been a great feast of 
spiritual things in the past and is intended for the mutual 
help and spiritual benefit and Christian fellowship of the 
saints of God when they meet together in this holy con- 
vocation. 

Article 2 
: Membership 

This article best speaks for itself and expresses the 
intents and purposes of a portion of the declaration adopted 
by the General Assembly in 1920 found on page 50 of the 
minutes of said Assembly. 

Article 3 
Government 

This article has been sufficiently explained 
foregoing explanation. 

Article 4 
Officers 

This article best speaks for itself, but must be con- 
sidered in connection with the amendments made to con- 
form to the committee’s report on’ better government and 
the amendments thereto, which provides for the creation 
of the office of editor and publisher and superintendent of 
education: the General Overseer, the Editor and Publisher 
and Superintendent of Education composing an Executive 
Council, and providing that they should counsel together on 
all matters of importance pertaining to the general in- 
terest of the Church in its various departments. 

In section 10 the Assembly reserves to itself the right 
to fix the term of all officials. ‘ 

In section 11 it provides for the impeachment of any 
official for an offence rendering himself unfit for the posi- 
tion that he occupies. This being a judicial question, it 
therefore becomes necessary that complaints be filed before 
the supreme judicial body, whose decision is final in all mat- 
ters properly filed or appealed to them. The offence render- 
ing any official unworthy is considered and is so construed 
to be for any immoral or disorderly conduct, or any fail- 
ure on his part to discharge his official duties or a failure 
to comply in any way with the accepted and authorized 
customs, practices, government and teaching of the Church 
of God.

Article 5 ° 
Judicial 

This article best speaks for itself and needs but little 
explanation. With reference to the Supreme Judges—Court 
of Justice—composed of seven of the twelve elders, it is 
understood and so expressed that any question properly 
coming before them may be determined by them: any 
question pertaining to the government of the Church, or 
any fact to be determined by the act of the General As- 
sembly, or by testimony. It is further understood that 
any question may come direct before them by either of 
the parties interested waiving the jurisdiction of any judicial 
body inferior to them. The hearing before them and their 
decision is to be final. 


Article 6 
Finance 
This article best speaks for itself and needs no _ ex- 
planation. . 
Article 7 
Education 


This article best speaks for itself and needs no ex- 
planation other than that the Superintendent of Education 
is to have the supervision of this department as provided 
in the minutes of the General Assembly of 1922. ' 

Article 8 
Amendment 

This article vests the power in the General Assembly 
to make such provisions as the best interest of the Church 
may require from time to time, and that it may make such 
amendments in any annual session of the General Assem- 
bly that they may deem necessary to serve the best in- 
terest of the Church. \ 

Referring to the second paragraph of the preamble, 
it is clearly set forth that it is our purpose to more thor- 
oughly establish the principles of theocratic government, 
set forth the teachings, principles and practices as here- 
tofore interpreted by the General Assembly. This shows that 
it is our purpose to put into force the principles of the 
previous Assemblies as accepted by them, and is not to be 
understood, or so construed, to be any departure from the 
accepted government or the teaching of the Church as 
interpreted by the various Assemblies of the past. 

It is especially understood that the organization re- 
ferred to is the Church of God and that the General As- 
sembly is understood and so construed to be the annual 
gathering for business of the Church of God; and is not to 
be understood, or construed, to be any other organization 
aon the Church Scripturally known as THE CHURCH OF 

It is especially understood and so ordered by this Gen- 
eral Assembly, that this is the true interpretation, in brief, 
of the intents and purposes of the constitution adopted at 
the General Assembly in 192) ih 

This read and approved on the 6th day of November, 
1923, 11:45 A. M., by the General Assembly of the Church of 
God convened in its.annual session at business headquarters 
in the city of Cleveland, Tennessee.
